Olson was a part of the Spécial 
Forces mission in Mogadishu, So- 
malia; which became the premise 
for the movie “Black Hawk Down,” 
and helped plan the raid that defeated 
Osama Bin Laden. 

Oslon spent his last four years of 
active duty as the commander of the 
United States Special Operations 


Command. He was responsible for. 


recommending the deployment and 
employment of Special Forces glob- 
ally to the president and the secre- 
tary of defense.

~ and oppose Prop. 32. He reached out to 


the students at the rally, saying that if 
Prop. 30 does not pass, it will not be a 
matter of fear tactics — the cuts will 
be a reality.” 

Prop. 30 would raise income taxes. 
on those who make more than $250,000 
and sales tax for schools and public 
safety. Prop. 32 prevents unions, cor- 
porations and government contractors 
from contributing to any candidate or 
committee and using payroll-deducted 
funds for any kind of political purpose. 

Furutani urged students to not stop 
at Prop. 30. He said the proposition

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CSULB students struggle 


CSULB’s 6-year 
graduation rate is 
higher than the CSU" 


system’s.

Cal State Long Beach senior nutri- 
tion major Valerie Djaja may have two 
more years left until she can Walk at 
graduation. 

“I would be able to take more than 
16.units if I could take winter or sum- 
mer,” Djaja said. . 

Fifty-four percent’ of first-time 
freshmen who entered Cal State Long 
Beach in fall 2004 graduated. in six 
years, according to the Cal State Uni- 
versity website. The 6-year graduation 
rate at CSULB is 2 percent higher than 
the CSU system-wide rate. 

“The [CSU] does believe that grad- 
uation rates can improve; and doing so 
is the major focus of the CSU Gradua- 


tion Initiative,” CSU Spokesmian Erik 


Fallis said. “Each campus has its own 

target and plan to meet that-target.” 
The CSU Graduation Initiative is a 

system-wide effort to raise the 6-year 


graduation rate by eight percentage 
points by 2015. 

“The statewide goal of the Gradu- 
ation Initiative is to bring rates into 
the top quartile of national averages of 
similar institutions,” Fallis said. 

However, with budget cuts, unit 
caps and overpopulation at CSULB, 
some students find it hard to graduate 
on time, ‘or in four to five years. 

“T needed 14 units when the cap was 
13 units,” Kia Octaviano, a junior nu- 
trition major said. “By the time I could 
sign up for additional units, I couldn’t 
get the needed unit since it was already 
taken.” : 

Lynn Mahoney, associate vice pres- 
ident for undergraduate studies, said 
CSULB is working on requirements 


and policies to help students stay on. 
“track. 


“T don’t think the unit cap will affect 


. [on-time graduation], as students can 


add additional classes and graduating 
seniors can petition:for excess units,” 
Mahoney said. “Class availability can 
be a problem, and we are working hard 
to fix this in the few areas that have 


: problems. 2 


Mahoney said chignsiniet or aadhie 
majors can also delay graduation and 
that the university is working on dif- 
ferent initiatives, especially advising, 
to help students identify majors in 
which they will be successful.

For some students, like junior 
chemical engineering major David 
Salazar, unit caps are interfering with 
graduation rates. 

“I was capped with three classes 
and couldn’t even take my major class- 
es,” Salazar said. “I’ll probably end up 
taking them during summer session.” 

Alex Rosales, a: junior biology ma- 
jor, said he sees a major advisor once 
a year. 


“They make sure I’m on track and 


make sure I have a backup option,” 
Rosales said. 

Many students use either the winter 
or summer session to stack up units in 
order to graduate sooner or because 
they could not take classes during fall 
or spring semesters. However, not all 
major courses are available during 
winter and summer sessions. 

“Campuses are also looking at vari- 
ous efforts, including expanded access 
to academic advising, financial advis- 
ing, peer support, digital resources, 
tutoring and high-impact educational 
opportunities,” Fallis said. 

Fallis said that major statewide 
steps have already been taken to help 
students get ahead. 

“These efforts go far beyond admin- 
istrative initiatives,” Fallis said. “Fac- 
ulty, staff and students themselves are 
key to helping drive academic success 
for all.”

Olson. left little room for objection 
in his speech, which addressed the 
need for intelligent preparation and 
teamwork in an increasingly intercon- 
nected era.

“T don’t think that I ever became 
political,’ Olson said. “My wife still 
doesn’t know who I vote for.” 

» At.a time when tensions are run- 


ning high across the globe, Olson’s 
message highlighted the importance 
of cultural understanding, teamwork 
and, above all, intelligence in mili- 
tary action. 

“We are not going to ... fight our 
way out of all of these conflicts; we 


| are going to have to think our way out 


of these,” Olson said. “The education 
you are getting is very, very impor- 
‘tant. I think ... taking a measured 
approach to what it means to be a sol- 
dier now as opposed to what it might 
have been 20 or 30, years ago is very 
important.” 

After the event, Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. President John Haberstroh 
and Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
said they were both pleasantly sur- 
prised by the speech. 

“It definitely wasn’t what I was 
expecting,” Haberstroh said. “It 

was informative and funny. That 
man has seen a lot, and everybody 


‘could take something away. from his 


speech.”

Obama, Romney launch their closing barrage of TV ads 


MAYFIELD ‘VILLAGE, Ohio — 
While most of the nation watches from 
a distance, President Barack Obama 
and Mitt Romney are running a cli- 
mactic wave of TV ads making final ar- 
guments to voters in nine battleground 
states that illustrate each side’s calcula- 
tions on how to tip the election. 

The campaign ads reflect the tension 
between Obama’s attempt to maxi- 
mize his edge among key demographic 
groups, especially women, and Rom- 
ney’s hope that public dissatisfaction 
with the economy will override all else. 

At the same time, both Obama and 
Romney are targeting their closing ads 
with regional appeals. Singled out for 
special attention are seniors in Florida, 
blue-collar workers in Ohio and subur- 
ban women in Virginia. 

In back-to-back ads -dominating 


commercial breaks at all hours of the © 


day and night, each candidate has dis- 
tilled his overall case to a few core 
points. 

One of Romney’s most heavily run 
ads shows him attacking Obama’s eco- 
nomic record at their first debate, while 
the president, appearing dejected, looks 
down at his notes. 

“T’m not going to raise taxes on any- 
one,” Romney tells Obama forcefully. 
“My plan is to bring down rates to get 
more people working. My priority is 
putting people back to work in Amer- 
ica.” 

Obama’s latest ads highlight signs 
of an economic rebound, also portray- 
ing his Republican challenger as a rich 
financier who is out of touch with the 
middle class.

Apart from the clash on the econo- 
my, the most striking aspect of the cam- 
paign’s peak advertising is the promi- 
nence of women. 

New Obama ads feature women say- 
ing Romney would jeopardize access to 
birth control and abortion. At the same 
time, American Crossroads, a “super 
PAC” backing Romney, is running an 
ad showing a woman at a kitchen table 
criticizing Obama on spending, debt 
and jobs. i 

For TV viewers in Denver, Green 
Bay and scores of other swing-state 
locales, the repetition can be mind- 
numbing. : 

“You'll see an Obama ad followed 
by a Romney ad followed by an Obama 
ad followed by a Romney ad,” said 
Eric Herzik, a political scientist at the 
University of Nevada-Reno. “I think it 
loses its effect.” : 

All told, the campaigns and their al- 
lies are projected to spend $1.3 billion 
on TV ads, according to Kantar Media/ 
CMAG, a firm that tracks political ad- . 
vertising. 

Beyond the ads, Obama and Rom- 
ney are trying to pick up votes through 
news coverage of their frequent visits 
to battleground states, along with their 
widely seen debates. 

Their first debate, in Denver, drew 
67 million viewers, and their second, 
on Long Island, 66 million, according 
to Nielsen. Their last debate will take 
place Monday in Boca Raton, Fla.

Without confirmation, Lance Armstong should keep his innocence 


In a United States court, a person is innocent 
until proven guilty. a 

This practice, also known as the presumption 
of innocence, is widely accepted in the nation. 

When it comes to the court of public opinion 
though, a person is often guilty until proven in-~ 
nocent. 

Lance Armstrong, seven-time Tour de France 
winner and hero to billions, is the victim of a 
relentless media and a U.S. Anti-Doping Agency 
(USADA) witch-hunt. 

Earlier this month, the USADA released a 
nearly 1,000-page report accusing Armstrong 
of doping, forcing his teammates to dope and 
deceiving the entire sport of cycling. 

For a 1,000-page report, one would assume that 
the evidence within would be overwhelmingly 
damning. ‘ 

However, that is not the case. 

If an agency is going to accuse Armstrong

of doping, then there should be a great deal of 
evidence, like positive drug tests, photos of Arm- 
strong doping or some physical proof. 

USADA’s report is based entirely on other 
cyclists’ testimonies, with no physical proof 
whatsoever. 

How can an agency strip Armstrong of his 
seven titles without a single 
positive drug test? 

Some, but not nearly all, 
of Armstrong’s teammates 
testified that he led a sophis- 
ticated doping ring, ran when the doping police 
came to town and in turn, forced all of his team 
to dope. : 

Former teammates, like George Hincapie and 
Levi Leipheimer, have come out against Arm- 
strong and in turn admitted to their own doping 
as well. 

Another critical failing of the USADA report is 
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a “suspicious” drug test result from Armstrong’s 
2001 Tour of Switzerland. 

The test results serve as one of USADA’s 
pieces of evidence, when in fact they show that 
Armstrong was in acteptable limits. 

“There was no positive test on the Tour of 


‘Switzerland in 2001,” Martial Saugy, director of 


the laboratory that performed 
the tests, said, according to 
AFP News. 
f The suspicious sample was 
ruled out last week by a Tour 
of Switzerland official, further proving that Arm- 
strong did not dope. : 

I admit, the witness testimony against Arm- 
strong is convincing; however, in a sport of liars 
and cheaters, I can see those aforementioned 
cyclists taking Armstrong down with them.

Most states only punish people who upload 
material, not those who view it. Morally, though, 
he’s wrong. 

When a movie, CD, or program is made, it’s 
made on the condition that everyone who uses 
it will pay money to the 
producers. 

If the producers aren’t go- 
ing to be properly compen- 
sated for their efforts, there 
isn’t much point in making the product in the 
first place. 

But the new-age pirates climb aboard their 
ships and find booty to plunder — songs, movies, 
games, anything and everything digital. 

These selfless pirates, once they have it, dis- 
tribute it to the masses. 

The pirates disrupt the connection between 
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the producers and the product so that the pirates, 
though they took no part in making the product, 
are now distributing it and asking for nothing in 
return. 

Perhaps the pirate bought the CD that he’s 
now spreading across the Internet, but he only 
owns those songs, not the right to distribute 
them. 

Once distribution begins, 
the pirate is facilitating a 
worldwide free-grab that 
allows people an interaction 
with a medium that is sup- 
posed to cost money.

Rock duo Jeff the Brotherhood shakes up Alex’s Bar 


The punk-rock duo is touring 
in support of their recent al- 
bum release.

Three strings hum against the body of singer Jake 
Orrall’s guitar. Two brothers make up the band, Jeff 
the Brotherhood. They both have one goal: to rock 
faces off and have fun doing it. 

Jeff the Brotherhood rocked Alex’s Bar in Long 
Beach on Friday night in support of their most re- 
cent release “Hypnotic Nights,” which was produced 
by Black Keys lead man Dan Auerbach. The group 
shared the stage with three other acts, including 
Coleen Green, Diarrhea Planet and The Audacity. 

The brothers, guitarist Jake and drummer Jamin 
Orrall, stopped in Long Beach while on their exten- 
sive tour. ; 

“We’ve been on tour for the past four years 
straight,” Jake Orrall said. 

The band got together in their hometown of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. in 2001. Since then, they have released 


eight full-length albums, including seven studio 
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releases and one live recording from Jack White’s 
Third Man Records. 

For “Hypnotic Nights,” the band entered the studio 
with producer and Black Keys guitarist Auerbach. 
Working with a producer was a first for the group. 

“It was way better,” Jake Orrall said. “The main 
advantage for us having a producer was not getting 
lost in our artistic vision ... Our little world opens up 
so much more.” 

After having so much fun with Aurbach in the stu- 
dio, the band plans on working with a producer more 
often in their record making process. 

“We told ourselves, ‘If this is going to be too stress- 
ful ... we will just fire him,’” he said. “Us and Dan, 
we pretty much joked around and made fun of each 
other. I look forward to making our next record.” 

The band played with Los Angeles-based sing- 
er-songwriter Coleen Green, who often plays with 
backing bands or drummers but stripped down her 
set to three elements: a bass guitar, drum machine 
and vocals. The simplistic set highlighted Green’s 
catchy riffs and soft vocals, which brought back the 
best sounds that came from 90s era alternative mu- 
sic. 

Green’s Friday-night set was her last with Jeff 
the Brotherhood, after playing with the band for six 
shows. 

“We're huge fans of hers and buy all her records,” 
Jake Orrall said. “Coleen’s the best person ever. She’s 
very pleasing.” 


The Audacity, a Fullerton-based band, turned 
things up with their alternative-edged music, mixing 
a classic punk: rock sound from the late 70s sound 
with modern alternative influences. 

Punk rock group Diarrhea Planet, also from Nash- 
ville, got the crowd riled up with their raw high-ener- 
gy riffs. The band became one with the crowd, jump- 
ing in the pit, ripping out guitar chords and moshing 
with audience members. 

When Jeff the Brotherhood took the stage, Ja- 
min Orrall promptly cued a fog machine behind his 
drum set while Jake Orrall revved up his guitar. The 
band played new songs from “Hypnotic Nights,” like 


“the catchy single “Six Pack” and the heavy hitting 


“Country Life.” z 


The set was rounded out with older tracks, like | 


2009’s “You Got the Look,” which turned Alex’s Bar 
into a vision reminiscent of the punk-scene at CB- 
GBs. . : 

Touring will take up the next month for the group, 
who will make stops across North America for the 
rest of October and all of November. 


The band will then take a break from December 


to mid-January before heading out to Australia. 
The break time is unusual for the group, who plays 
on average of 200 to 250 shows a year, Jake Orrall 
said. : 

“I’m planning on trying to write over the winter,” 
he said, planning on possibly having a new record in 
the works during the winter and spring.

Junior midfielder Eileen Maes shed 
heavy tears as a dejected Long Beach 
State women’s soccer team walked off 
the field following its second double- 
overtime defeat of the year. 

LBSU (11-6, 4-3 Big West Confer- 
ence) endured a 1-0 loss to UC Irvine 
(9-8-1, 5-1-1 Big West) at George Al- 
len Field on Saturday. The agonizing 
defeat came at home before a record 
crowd of 1,304 and may jeopardize 
the 49ers’ postseason hopes, as it 
drops them to fifth in the conference 
~ Standings.- <. . 

The two teams played a grinding 
game withoutsa goal for 119 minutes, 
but the Anteaters received a penalty 
kick with only 55 seconds remaining 
when senior Mar Rodriguez’s despera- 
tion shot hit defender Camille Berg’s 
hand inside the penalty area.
